Amid all this seasonal hurry 
and flurry, The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion today opens its 1946 Oppor- 
tunity Fund Drive. 

Recognizing that the boom-born 
prosperity of the many makes no 
less piercing the misfortune-born 


poverty of the few, The Constitu- 
tion offers its readers the oppor- 
tunity of helping their fellow citi- 
zens who need heip. 

The Ten Opportunities Fund 
was founded many years ago to 
lend assistance to residents of this 
section who, temporarily plagued 
b. illness, poverty or other mis- 
fortune, were unable to afford the 
necessities of life, Each year ten 
families were given the required 
financial aid to put them back on 
their feet. 

Soon the Ten Opportunity Fund 
outgrew its name.

A spokesman for -the Federal 
Coal Administration disclosed ‘that 
some operators’ applications for 
authority to levy fines had been 
granted, but the agency refused 
to say how many had been re- 
ceived or allowed. 

Strike penalties are provided in 
many district agreements—to be 
levied in case’ of an illegal walk- 
out. Some district agreements do 
not have such clauses. Those that 
do call for a fine of $1 or $2 daily 
for each day the miner is on strike. 
The assessment is deducted from 
pay checks. Operators themselves 
are subject to fines if they fail to 
impose them against participants 
in illegal strikes. 

The government spokesman said 
authorization for fines in the cur- 
rent strike represented no change 
in policy. He explained that the 
coal administration ruled on each 
application on its merits as it al- 
ways had. 

Allowing any applications in the 
current strike, however, appeared 
to clear the way for granting’ all 
of them. The only explanation of- 
fered was- that the Government 
considered its contract with the 
Union still in effect and. hence 
that the present walkout was il- 
legal. ey 

The original purpose~ of. the 
penalty clauses was to strengthen 
the .Union’s hand in dealing with 


wildc&t strikes. In recent negotia- |‘ 


tions, the UMW has pressed for 
abandonment of all the penalty 
provisions. 

With Lewis’ contempt trial in 
recess, here was the weekend pic- 
ture in the tangled strike situa- 
tion:

4. The Office of Defense Trans- 
portation was preparing to issue 
an order next week putting non- 
essential railroad freight under an 
embargo which would stagger in- 
dustrial production that was al- 
ready faltering because of the coal 
strike. 

5. Sen. Alexander Wiley, Repub- 
lican, Wisconsin, proposing legisla- 
tion to curb “labor racketeers,” ac- 
cused Lewis of fostering Commu- 
nism and jeopardizing the lives of 
millions in Europe by refusing to 
call off the strike. 

“All his life,” Wiley said, “Lewis

vancing their cause here and in 
Europe.” 
, 6. Ralph K. Davies, Acting Di- 
rector of the Oil and Gas Division 
of the Interior Department, said 
discussions were being held with 
concerns interested in ‘using the 
Big and Little Inch pipelines to 
deliver natural gas to the East dur- 
ing the coal strike. 

Lewis is‘on trial before Golds- 
borough for ignoring a Nov. 18 re- 
straining order directing him to 
withdraw a notice terminating the 
Union’s wage agreement with the 
Government. The notice set off 
the strike, despite Government 
claims that Lewis had no power 
to terminate the contract. When 
the contempt trial ends, Goldsbor- 
ough also must rule on whether 
Lewis had the right to file the 
termination notice.

Kindergarten “Lets Out.” 


NO PERPLEXITIES 


McGrew 
Retires From 
Court Job 


“Professor” C. A. McGrew, who 
gays he has been running a legal 
kindergarten in the Old Post Of- 
fice for 25 years, “let out school” 
yesterday. 

The “professor,” who is going 
on sick leave prior to a permanent 
retirement, effective Dec. 24, has 
been a Deputy Clerk in the U. S. 
District Court here since 1919. He 
has been a poet and philosopher 
since childhood. 


Characteristically, McGrew re 
fuses to divulge his birthdate di- 
rectly. Instead, he ‘presents a 
poser: “Figure it out for yourself 
~—I was born of old Scotch-Irish 
stock in Pennsylvania just 10 
years after Abraham Lincoln was 
assassinated.” 


Members of the Georgia Bar 
Association, who for 25 years have 
been coming to the snowy haired 
Deputy Clerk “when they run into 
cifficulties getting around in Fed- 


eral Court,” will sorely miss Mc-} 


Grew, who hasn't a single “letter” 
after his name. 

“No, I never studied law for- 
mally—I was too busy teaching 
i.” the sage declares. He “ab- 
sorbed” his lore through associa- 
tion with the late Alan C. Fuller, 
who had been in the Clerk's office 
here half a century when McGrew 
was appointed to his Federal post 
in 1919. | 

The self-taught legal expert is 
the author of a scholarly study, 
“Unmeshing Federal Appeal Per- 
_plexities,” written in August, 1941, 
at the request of Charles E. Reid, 
then Chief Justice of Georgia.* His 
learned “students” paid him the 
compliment of publishing it in the 
Georgia Bar Journal, and it has 
Bince served as a reference text 
for use in U. S. District Court. 

An adopted Georgian, McGrew 
was a Troup County farmer back 
in 1899. when cotton brought five 
cents a pound. He came from the 
farm to Civil Service, entering the 
Old Post Office in Atlanta the 
Cay construction was completed 
in 1910. ' 

After’16 years under the Super- 
Intendent of Railway Mail Service. 
McGrew went overseas for World 
War I Army hospital service. With 
the end of the war, he came to the 
wv. S. District Court here at the 
same time Federal Judge Samuel 
Bibley did. 

Every janitor and elevator man 
In the building knows that Mc- 
Grew is “figuring” to retire to his 
}9-acre farm in Clayton County. 
The veteran Clerk doesn’t think 
time will hang heavy on his hands 
there. He will read his law tomes, 
Co a little gardening, and maybe 
write a jingle or two. 

His serious verse has been pub- 
lished in Georgia newspapers and 
in national poetry anthologies. He 
giso amuses himself by creating 
mock ballads, in the style of Rob- 
ert W. Service's “Shooting of Dan 
McGrew” — “No relation,” he 
twinkles. ,

advice—“I live just 30 minutes

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GETTING BACK IS YOUR PROBLEM 


Eight-Mile-a-Second Trip to Venus Charted 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 30—(#)— 
The professor of the nation’s first 
university course in rocket navi- 
gation wet about taking the lay- 
nan on a theoretical trip to Venus. 

It was a difficult journey—for 
the layman. Glimpses of abstruse 
mathematics, astronomical calcu- 
lations, interplanetary § gravita- 
tional pull and unbelievable speed 
were practically beyond ordinary 
imagination, or understanding. 

But to Dr. Samuel Herrick, 35- 
year-old astronomer of the Uni- 
versity of California at Los An- 
geles (a boyhood reader of Jules 
Verne’s “Trip to the Moon”), a 
rocket trip to Venus is not only 
feasible but quite probable in the 
not too distant future. His 10 stu- 
dents in the course are all majors

Venus, which {s traveling in its 
owr orbit about the sun. 

The calculations included 
little items as these: 

Earth's gravitational pull on 
the rocket predeminates at first. 
Subsequently Venus attracts the 
rocket, gravitationally, of course. 
Half way along the rocket’s jour- 
ney the pull of earth and Venus 
are about equal. Then Venus’ 
pull predominates and the rocket 
glides in for a landing—if every- 
thing works as calculated. 

Meantime, however, there are 
disturbances of the sun, moon,

: Venus is some 26,000,000 miles 
from the earth, but the rocket 
can’t travel only 26,000,000 miles 
in a straight line and land there. 
It isn’t anywhere near that sim- 
ple. The rocket course must be 
pulled in, like flattening a circle, 
until its orbit omes tangent to 
Venus’ orbit. PEt point is where 
rocket and Venus meet. 

And that point, Dr. Herrick cal- 
culates, is 250,000,000 miles and

just the tiniest bit, it could miss 
Venus by a couple of thousand 
miles.

The method of building a space 
traveling rocket and the fuel it 
would

U. S. Agrees 
A-Bomb Leash 


Has Priority 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 30 
(?)—The United States Saturday 
agreed with Ryssia that control of 
the atom bomb should be given 
top priority in any consideration 
of general arms reductions. 

In a counter-proposal to the 
Soviet Union’s arms program, the 
United States stressed that agree- 
ment must be reached in the Unit- 
ed Nations Atomic Energy Com- 
mission on a system to outlaw the 
deadly bomb. 

However, the American stand 
differed sharply from the Russian 
position over a check on the fe- 
sults with the United States in- 
sisting that all controls and in- 
spections having to do with atomic 
weapons or any other means of 


mass destruction be kept outside 


the range of the veto. 

Although the American resolu- 
tion made no specific mention of 
the veto, a spokesman for the dele- 
gation said the text made it clear 
that effective safeguards could 
not be had if one nation could 
block the whole process by a sin- 
gle vote. 

Russia has repeatedly stated 
that all checkups should be con- 
trolled by the Security Council, 
where she holds the veto along 
with China, France, the United 
States and Great Britain. 

The U. S. proposal also differed

This was the information re- 
leased by the national safety coun- 
cil which pointed out that the 
figure was also 160 lives under 
the toll for the same month in 
1945. 

As a result of the decrease, the 
council said it was revising its 
estimate of traffic deaths for the 


year from 38,000 down to 34,000. 


The death total for the first ten 
months of 1946 was 27,500, or 25 
per cent under those months last 
year.

The first sequence 
of structural steel in the assembly 
building, which is approximately 
on.-third of that building, has 
been completed. The fourth se- 
quence of steel erection ‘or the 
Hapeville Plant, or the office 
building section, has been entirely 
completed with the exception of 
riveting. No delay in beginning 
the second sequence in the assem- 
bly building is anticipated as suf- 
ficient steel is on hand to go ahead 
with that section. 

By next week, the remaining 


steel needed to complete the sec- 
ond sequence will be delivered to 


the steel contractor in Hapeville 
for sorting and allocating the ma- 
terial on the spot for immediate 
erection.

This installa- 
tion was begun on Armistice Day, 
and to date approximately 72,000 
square feet of the total 580,000 
square feet of pre-cast slab roof- 
age has been completed.

Subsequently, the India Office 
here announced that Jinnah would 
take off with the others from Ka- 
rachi Sunday morning. He was 
already at Karachi when Lord 
Wavell and Aliquat arrived. Ali- 
quat immediately left Drigh Road 
Airport to see Jinnah, who later 


met Lord Wavell. 

Nehru and Baldev Singh had not 
arrived in Karachi at: last report, 
but were supposed to be en route 
from New Delhi aboard Lord 
Wavell’s personal plane, Lord 
Wavell and Aliquat having flown 
in on a British Overseas Airways 
Corporation transport. 

The whole party was scheduled 
to take off together for London. 
The flight will.bring Jinnah and 
Nehru together for about 30 hours, 
the longest period they will ever 
have been together continuously. 
That fact, it was believed here, 
might accomplish something to- 


ware settling their differences. 
The issue that the British Gov- | 
ernment hopes to resolve in the 
conference is Jinnah’s refusal for 
the Moslem League to take part in 
the Constitutent Assembly meeting 
opening Dec. 9. That Assembly 
will write a new constitution for 
India, and decide whether it is to 
remain in the Empire, or cut itself 
loose as an independent nation. 
Baldev Singh said at New Delhi 
that he and Nehru had been as- 
sured they would be back in time 
for the Assembly meeting. 
Jinnah was said to have wavered 
in his decision to attend the con- 
ference because he learned the as- 
surances that Attlee had made to 
Nehru and feared that his attend- 
ance would serve no useful pur- 


pose. 


Roxas Reveals 
Accord With U.S. 


On Island Bases 


CAMP O’DONNELL, Luzon, P 
I., Nov. 30—(4)—President Manuel 
A. Roxas declared Saturday “We 
have an agreement with the 
United States permigting her to 
establish bases here for mutual 
defense,” and that the reorganized 
Philippine Scouts would be “used 
chiefly to man them.” 

No..official announcement has 
yet oeen made either in Manila 


or Washington .of a final agree- 


ment on the bases, a subject of 
protracted negotiation. 

It was not clear whether Roxas 
referred to an agreement for speci- 
fic bases or to the broad principle 
of bases, but Vice President Elpi- 
dio Quirino last week predicted 
early success for negotiations over 
locations. 

President Roxas made his state- 
ment in addressing the Scouts, 
now recognized as the U.S. Army’s 
Twelfth (Carabao) Division and 
based at this camp which was the 
terminal of the notorious Bataan 
death march. ,

pinos with both Filipino and 
American officers but is counted

The problem of dedications is a 
painful one to authors, for it us- 
jually boils down to not being able 
b= please anybody any of the time. 
Columnist Charles B. Driscoll has 
solvéd the problem once for all. 

Writing on Dedications in his 
new book “Country Jake,” just 
published by Macmillan, Driscoll 
gays: 

“It is by observation and ex- 
perience that nobody reads dedi- 
cations, I have dedicated, after 
much pondering and weighing, 
many books to many persons. 
In at least three cases there was 
not only no acknowledgment 
of the dedication by the dedi- 
catee, but not even a thank-you 
note for the free copy of the 
book. In the fourth case there 
was acid criticism of the book, 
a polite and restrained nod of 
recognition, with the 
opinion that the dedication 
might have been a greater hon- 
or if the book had been worth 
reading.

Train Smoke 
And Memories 3 


Somehow, the smoke from the engine finds 
its way back through the train into the coaches 
7 w: and Pullmans. 

Passengers open doors for it. Flagmen who pass through at 
night, carrying their lantern which gives off its hot, oil smell to 
mingle with the smell of the green curtains, the laundered sheets 
and pillow cases, the blankets, the polished shoes, the faint per- 
fumes from women’s coats and dresses hanging on racks behind 
the swaying green curtains of the Pullmans; the porters visiting 
with each other; the slight spaces between the door and the floor- 
‘Ing of the car—all these let in the smoke. 

Lying there in the darkened space behind his own curtain, try- 
ing for sleep that would not come, he remembered many things 
out of the past. He strove to pin down the first thing etched on 
his memory and could not be sure. le remembered the yellow 
water of the river, the small boat, his mother and father, the 
timbered banks and a newly cut bright yellow pine shingle float- 
ing in the river. He remembered reaching for it and hearing 
his father’s voice saying, “Be careful.” 


Memory It might have been that. Or it might have been, as the 
acrid smell of coal smoke from the train seemed to 
suggest, a face bending over him in the first gray light of day, 
with a coal miner’s cap on, with its oily lamp, the burned edges 
of its wick charred black. There had been a very bad year on the 
farm, with no rain and new rust on the wheat and the corn 
that year making: not even enough for fodder. 

On almost all the farms along the river’s* stretch there had 
been young men who had gone the 12 miles to the mining town 
that had grown up around a Welsh mining company that had 
found a vein in the Appalachian hills. They had gone grimly 
there to dig coal and bring back the small change that was left 
after the company store had sold flour and sugar and coffee. There 
still was some wheat and some corn to take to the mili from the 
farm, but the money from the mines lured many. Some died there 
from the falls of slate and some blew themselves into eternity, not 
knowing how to handle powder. The farms were afraid of the 
mines, but always when the creps were bad there were some who 
went. And one of them had gone, halting and bending over him 
in the early morning light to see how he “was,” because he had 
been ill. 

Why did that face, seen dimly out of the cool release from fever, 
stay in his mind, like a movie close-up thrown quickly on the screen 
and as quickly released? He could not know, and would not know, 
but lying there in the dark. with the train smoke in his nose, he 
remembered it as one of the first things to stay in his memory. 


Ovens Another thing, too, was there in the frontier’ of memory. 
It was coming into the mine town at night and seeing 
the rows of coke ovens burning red and hot along the base of the 
mountains, and they rising huge and black behind them, their 
crags and jutting ribs lit now and then by a quick, escaping flame. 
It was a frightening thing, too, because one could see the glare 
of it reflected against the sky miles away as the horse pulled the 
buggy toward the town. But to see it, to stand across the tracks 
from it, to’ feel the heat of it, to see the terrible, hot, white-and- 
red hell of it—that was enough to make any small boy hold fast 
to his father’s arm. Was hell like that, he wondered? But that 
thought must have come years later, but now, lying there in the 
berth thinking about first memories, it seemed that even then, 
clutching to his father and peering at the long rows of red flame 
in the great brick ovens, it had seemed like hell. How awful hell 
must be, to be thrust into flame much hotter than that, a Presby- 
terian hell in which the Sunday School teachers said bad little boys 
burned forever and ever, with never a drink of water or a -cool- 
ing breeze. 
He remembered the hot, gassy smell from the ovens. There was 
something of the smell of them in the train smoke filtering through 
the Pullman. 


He remembered the weeping, too, and the hushed talk 
and the crowd of farmers and miners in their Sunday 
clothes before the small, white church: the hitched horses of 
buggies and wagons tied to trees about the church: the hot smell 
of the dust and the leaves and the day itself—and the corn dead 
in the fields down on the farms which were so far away, and yet 


so near, to the mines. Something was wrong, but they hushed him’ 


saying, “Be quiet, don’t talk. He was killed in the mine.” 

(The mines were everything that made women and children 
afraid.) 

What was it like to be killed and was he even now burning in 
the flames like those of the coke ovens and was that why they 
met there, some of them weeping, and all of them sad and hot 
and uncomfortable in the hot day that made the dust and grass 
feel hot to his bare feet? 

Sleep wouldn't come. In Kentucky the train went through 
mining towns and he lay there, two pillows under his head, look- 
ing out the window from the darkness of his berth, seeing the towns 
go by, the lonely houses, the dark ones and those with a lighted 
window behind which someone waited or prepared for something. 
It was odd how always there was trouble for people and always a 
struggling to find themselves and the right path to walk.

A 
similar bill was introduced la&t session applicable to the Depart 
ments of Health, Labor, and Wellare—the three State agencies now 
under merit system and which receive funds from the Federal 
Government. Most House members present voted for the bill— 
but a quorum wasn't present, since the bill came up in the closing 
moments of the session and many Legislators already had gone 
home, The proposed new bill would permit employees of all State. 
agencies to retire. 

The Georgia Peace Officers Association undoubtedly will be 
back in the Legislative halls in January asking for its pension bill 
to be passed. It has failed for the past few years, despite the fact 
that Legislators seem to want to take care of a policeman in his 
old age. Chief reason for its failure is that the bills include a 
provision which requires a policeman or sheriff to join this private 
Peace Officers Association before becoming eligible to receive a 
pension. The State lawmakers think that the State money should 
be available to all, and not used to build the membership of a 
private organization.

tirement System. It wants a floor placed, under the pension that 
a teacher may receive. One of the teachers thus far retired has 
received as low as 50 cents a month pension, and the sponsors of 
the new legislation contend this is too small. 


Rep. Harold Willingham, of Cobb County, nas 
ideas about how the Legislature can 
raise new money to expand State services. He joins those who 
think that the State should abolish property taxes, and leave 
this ad valorem tax up to the counties. He does not like the idea 
sales tax for Georgia. What he favors as one form of raising 
more money is strengthening Georgia's intangible tax plan. “At 
the present time, the State is supposed to receive 10 cents on gach 
$1,000 deposited in banks,” the new Representative says, This’ tax 
is not large enough to produce much revenue even if it were co! 
lected, which it is not, People are not returning these deposits 
for taxation. and the State is not collecting it. It would cost the 
State more to enforce this law than the income it would receive 
from it. At the present time, the State is supposed to receive $1 
on each $1.000 worth of stocks. This should be raised to $3. In 
addition to raising the rates of taxation on intangibles, Willingham 
says this tax should be collected at its source. Banks should with- 
hold the State tax from the deposits just as the service stations 
withhold the State tax from the sale of gasoline, he believes. 


Cobb County’s veteran Legislator, Sam Welsch, predicted many 
different bills will be introduced in January to tax different busi- 
nesses and people.

Strike Control Asked of New Congress by Public 


PRINCETON, N. J.—John L. 
Lewis and other strike leaders 
have been staging their dramas 
before an audience which has be- 
come increasingly critical of every- 
thing that labor unions do. 

The American people list strike 
control as the first problem which 
the new Congress should tackle 
when it convenes in January. Pub- 
lic desire for such legislation has 
been running strong for many 
months. As early as last January 
the voters named strike control 
legislation as the number one is- 
sue of the 1946 congressional elec- 
tion campaign, 


WHEN THE PUBLIC was ask- 
ed after the election Nov. 5 “What 
is the first problem you would

Public sentiment for contro] of 
‘unions has persisted for many 
years. Before the war there was 
a growing demand for it, and dur- 
ing the war this demand was in- 
creased as a result of strikes in 
war industries. 
| Labor union leaders may be 
‘making the same mistake that 
_prohibitionists did when public 
sentiment for repeal of the 18th 
Amendment began to develop. 
They concentrated attention 
| on Congress and neglected pub- 
| jie opinion. 
| They succeeded time after time 
in forestalling congressional action 
‘on repeal. But they failed to “sell” 
their views effectively to the pub- 
‘lic. Yet the public gets its way in 
the long run—as the railroads, the 
i'trusts, and the utility holding 
companies and other groups dis- 
/covered in the past in attempting 
'to resist public opinion when 
there were demands for govern- 
ment regulation, 

In the coal controversy the. 
issue is not simply whether 
John L. Lewis or President Tru- 
man shall be master. The is- 
sue is whether John L. Lewis or 
American public opinion shall 
be rhaster. 

Public opinion accepts union- 
‘ism. There can be no doubt of 
that. So far as the public is con- 
cerned, collective bargaining is 
here to stay. But while John L, 
Lewis and@the general] public are 
in full agreement that there 
should be unions, the area of 
agreement does not extend much 
further than that. 

The general public is not in 
agreement with Lewis and other 
labor leaders that union power

eral public does not accept the 
closed shop principle. One reason 
is that there is a deep distrust 
and dislike of monopoly in any 
form, The average American be- 
lieves a man should be free to 
join a union if he chooses. But 
majority sentiment does not be- 
lieve he should be compelled to 
join a union in order to get a job. 


In short, organized labor has 
not handled its public relations 
in a way to convince the gen- 
eral public of the merits of so 
fundamental a labor tenet as the 
closed shop. The voters in some 
half-dozen States have voted in 
official election referenda to ban 
the closed shop by law.

Irish Pound Trojans, 26-6

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 30—(UP)—Coy McGee, a 160-pound back who was buried so

deep among Notre Dame’s vast horde of reserves that a few weeks ago the coaches didn’t 
know his name, led the Irish today to a 26-to-6 victory over Southern California and an 


| undefeated season which entitled them to a claim on the national championship. 


| The win gave Notre Dame a 


‘record of eight victories, marred 
only by a tie with Army. 

It was the fourteenth unbeaten 
season for a Notre Dame team, 


but the Irish coach, Frank Leahy, 
was not on hand to see the cli- 
max. He was confined to his 
home with a heavy cold. 


But even without the dour 
Leahy ‘on hand, the Irish had the 
class to roll to its eleventh victory 
in the 18 game series with South- 
ern California. 


It was the diminutive McGee 
who elecfrified the sellout crowd 
of 56,000 fans with his speed and 
elusiveness as he proved to be 
the finest “break-away” runner 
the Irish have shown this season. 
The little Texan, who didn’t ap- 
pear in the lineup until the’ Iowa 
game in late October, and had 
been used sparingly since, account- 
ed for Notre Dame’s first and third 
touchdowns. The rest of the time 
he was the “jack-rabbit” the giant 
Trojan linemen couldn’t catch. 


NEW TEAM 


After a scoreless first period, 
Coach Ed (Moose) Krause, who 
was directing the Irish in Leahy’s 
absence, substituted an entire new 
team with the exception of Quar- 
terback Johnny Lujack. 

One of the substituting half- 
backs was the baby-faced McGee. 
On the first play of the period, 
with the’ ball on Notre Dame’s 
own 34, McGee faked a line buck, 
swung wide around right end, and 
raced 43 yards before he was 
pulled down. That run went for 
naught when Lujack fumbled on 
the next play and Mike Garzoni 
recovered for Southern California 
on the Trojans’ 18. But it fur- 
nished the pattern of what was to 
come. 

On the first play Newell O6es- 
treich fooled the Irish with a beau- 
tiful 82-yard quick kick that rolled 
dead just as it passed the goal 
line. Notre Dame took the ball 
on its own 20. Bill Gompers 
picked up two yards and then Mc- 
Gee, on the identical play he had 
worked before, broke wide around 
his right end and picking his way 


beautifully behind excellent inter- 


ference, rambled 78 yards for. the 
first Notre Dame score. 
Before the second period was 


over Nofre Dame scored again, 
with a 22-yard pass from Substi- 
tute Quarterback George Ratter- 
man to End Leo Hart, climaxing 
a 70-yard drive. Earley’s place- 
ment was good, to give the Irish a 
13-to-0 lead at half time. 


Southern California scored its 
only touchdown in the third 
period, When it recovered a fum- 
ble by Jim Mello on the Irish 45 
to set up the opportunity. The Tro- 
jans took to the air to move to 
the 15-yard line. Three line plays 
netted four yards and a fourth 
down pass was ruled complete to 
the one-yard line because of in- 
terference. On the second smash 
at the center of the line Johnny 
Namau went over. 


Then the fast-moving McGee 
went back into action. The Irish 
took the kick-off on their own 12 
and with a 2l-yard run by Lujack 
and a 52-yard pass play from Rat- 
terman to Floyd Simmons as the 
key plays, Notre Dame moved to 
the.

Fascism's Threat 
Tops Communist, 
Arnall Declares 


| 
NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 30—(4)— | 


Gov. Arnall, of Georgia, declared 
Saturday that he considers “the 
danger of Fascism more immediate 
and serious in the United States 
than the danger of Communism,” 

In a speech delivered at a meet- 
ing of the Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare, where he re- 
ceived the organization’s Thomas 
Jefferson award, Gov. Arnall said, 
“The American menace comes 
from the extreme right, where 
men of ill will are deliberately 
using the lunatic fringe to create 
a condition favorable to the estab- 
lishment of a totalitarian state.” 

He said he knew that “such or- 
ganizations as the Columbians” 
and such publications as “slimy 
little racial and class sheets” cost 
more to support than “the riffraff 
that front for these groups can 
raise from deluded and neurotic 
followers.” 

Arnall said Communism and 
Fascism, “equally distasteful to 
me,’ united in declaring that “the 
average man is a fool.” 

He called for “dynamic democ- 
racy” in the South, with an 
“agrarian-industrial system that 
provides full employment at the 
highest level of skill possible.” The 
Federal Government, he 
must contribute “in arm extraordli- 
nary degree” with public works,

“Hitler never more ruthlessly 
confiscated property than the 
OPA has confiscated rental real 
estate by rent control,” Arthur 
W. Binns, Philadelphia, President 
of the National Home and Prop- 
erty Owners Foundation, told the 
closing session of the United 
States Savings and Loan League 
Convention at the Hotel Schroe- 
der Friday, Nov. 22. 

“Of course we will have less 
housing a year from now than 
we have now as long as we in- 
sist on following this un-Ameri- 
can plan of planned § scarcity,” 
said Mr. Binns. “If we had set 
ourselves to do the least possi- 
ble to get enough housing, we 
could not have designed a bet- 
ter plan than that which was 
adopted by the OPA, to freeze 
rents while costs were doubling. 
As we had no meat under meat 
control, we will have no appreci- 
able new housing under rent con- 
trol, 

“One third of the rental hous- 
ing of the nation has gone into 
forced sales and thus the old 
housing has been forced out of 
the market. If you destroy the 
producers of housing, the land- 
lords, you destroy housing for the 
consumer. The man who has been 
nailed to the cross in this process 
is the returning serviceman. 

“A vicious and one-sided admin- 
istration of OPA which became 
profit control, not price control, is 
responsible.” 

Issuing a call “property own- 
ers unite,” Mr. Binns reminded 
the Savings and Loan Convention 
that “in the private ownership of 
property in millions of small 
hands lies the protection of all 
liberties.”

OPPAEA SABINA, 
Premperor Nero’s numerous wives, 
was

She was well born, highly 
educated, and accomplished, but so 
was he. She was extremely beauti- 
ful, and he was handsome ina fat 
style. She loved him madly, and s0, 
quite literally, he loved her. 

When he became Emperor in suc- 
cession to Claudius, Poppaea made 
up her mind to marry him. The 
obstacles were three—her own hus- 
band, Nero’s wife Octavia, and’ his 
mother, Agrippina. Of these, only 
Agrippina was formidable. 

His father was a vicious charac- 
ter named Ahenorbarbus Gnaeus 
Domitius; who died early. Nero was 
not in line for the throne. He was 
indeed a nephew of the Emperor 
Claudius, but Claudius was provided 
with a number of heirs. By a for- 
mer wife, Paetina, he had a prom- 
ising daughter, Antonia; by his cur- 
rent wife, Messalina, he had another 
likely . girl, Octavia, and a_e son, 
Britannicus. 

But Agrippina was not easily dis- 
couraged. When Messalina was so 
indiscreet as to take an admirer 
during the temporary absence of 
Claudius, Agrippina joined several) 
public-spirited citizens in bringing 
the matter to the Emperor’s atten- 
tion. Messalina was executed, and 
Claudius was married again to 
Agrippina.

own child, still lived. To assure 
Nero’s future still further, she mar- 
ried him to Octavia, daughter of 
Claudius by Messalina. Since only 
the Emperor ‘himself now stood in 
the way, Agrippina, who was, an 
accomplished cook and had .her do- 
mestic moments, prepared for her 
husband one evening a dish of mush- 
rooms, and Claudius died in agony. 
Immediately Nero was invested’ with 
the Imperial powers and honors, 
Britannicus wisely accepting the situ- 
ation and staying aS much as pos- 
sible in the background. 

Up to this point Poppaea Sabina 
was merely an interested spectator, 
but now she decided to break into 
the family. As her first stép .she 
divorced her husband, Marcus. Salvius 
Otho, a distinguished Roman knight, 
by whom she had a son, Crispinus. 
Having observed that Nero, tired of 
his wife Octavia, was spending his 
nights with an ex-slave, Acte, Pop- 
paea used a little tact, persuasion, 
and bribery to induce Acte to let a 


real lady take her /place. 
Agrippina, o uard against an- 
other will as ruthless as her own, 


commanded Nero to discard Pop 
paea. When he refused, she threat- 
ened to rescue  Britannicus from 
obscurity and restore him to the 
throne- where’ he belonged. Nero, 
prompted by Poppaea, countered by 
assassinating Britannicus. 

He committed this crime with 
more enthusiasm because of his musi- 
cal ambitions. Though he could per- 
form fairly well] on the lyre, he 


wanted to sing, and he neglected none 
of the daily exercises by which seri- 
ous students dévelop and strengiicn 
their vocal cords. But do what he 
would, his voice remained weak and 
husky, whereas Britannicus had by 
nature the equipment of an opera 
Singer. Poppaea’s murderous propo- 
sals were seconded by jealousy. 

Obviously there would be no 
peace in the family so long as Agrip- 
pina and Poppdea were both in it. 
Poppaea thought poison should be 
tried first, and Nero made three 
separate attempts on his mother’s 
life, but she knew that game thor- 
oughly, and always took an antidote 
before dinner just in ease. 

Poppaea then suggested unfasten- 
ing the ceiling of her room so that 
it could be dropped on her as she 
slept. Agrippina moved her bed 
elsewhere, 

Nero then invited her to spend a 
week end with him at Baine, and 
lent her aé_e$ specially constructed 
yacht, which came apart sevefal 
miles from shore. Agrippina swam 
to safety. 

Fearing she might begin to sus- 
pect something, Nero then sent a 
squad of soldiers to her country 
house and had her killed. 

After a vacation of six months 
to let the scandal of matricide blow 
over, he divorced his wife Octavia, 
exiled her to the island of Panda 
teria, and assassinated her. He then 
married Poppaea, who must have 
sighed with relief. It had been. uUp-

Living for « -vhile in 
of affection, they had a daughter, 
Claudia Augusta, who enjoyed the 
distinction of dying very young of 
natural causes. The domestic calm, 
or truce, ended one day when Nero 
came home from the races extremely 
late, and Poppaea spoke sharply to 
him. She told him to be on time. 
He kicked her in the stomach and 
she died, 

It is said that he loved her dearly, 
and never intended to kick so hard, 
but in repartee he was too much 
given to over-emphasis. 

The incident inspired in Nero a 
warm gush of family sentiment. It 
seemed to him not only appropriate 
but emotionally obligatory that he 
should now marry -Antonia, half- 
sister of the murdered Octavia. 

When Antonia declined his in 
vitation, he accused her of plotting 
a revolution. She was promptly 
executed. Crispinus, Poppaea’s son, 
was still alive, but Nero remedied 
the oversight by drowning the boy. 

Continuing to feel lonely he es- 
poused Statilia Messalina, wife of the 
consul Atticus Vestinus, first assas- 
Ssinating the husband to be sure the 
marriage was legal. 

Indirectly, and as it were by 
proxy, Poppaea had the last word. 
The downfall and death of Nero was 
ushered in by a revolt in. the Roman 
provinces. Poppaea’s first husband, 
Marcus Salvius Otho, now governor 
of Lusitania, was one of the leaders.

en the Blue Danube Waltz. Said he, 
in effect: Mr. Heckscher got gypped. 

How the _ philanthropist would 
have taken this decision no one will 
ever know, for he died five years 
ago at the age of 92. 

In ail probability his feelings 
toward it would have been mixed. 
On the one hand, it compels his es- 
tate to pay taxes on $154,125 (which 
would have been a. deductible item, 
if the commissioner had had an ear 
for music). On the other hand, it 
means that his own later view of his 
early impetuosity—a view he tried 
unsuccessfully to uphol= in court 
at last has been vindicated. 

The latest revival ef the song 
‘ame about as the result of a routine 
request to the tax commissioner by 
the executers of the Heckscher es 
tate for an exemption on his debt to 
the still living prima donna. 


The executors contended that the 
debt was based ‘on binding legal 
obligations contracted for money’s 
worth, the services of a professional 
singer.” In disallowing the request, 
the tax commissioner ruled Mr. Heck. 
scher didn’t get his money’s worth. 

With great delicacy, the executors 
refrained from giving Madame Hem- 
pel’s age, but, on the basis of actu- 
arial figures, estimated that she en- 
joys a life expectancy of 10 vears. 
So they proposed to set aside $154,- 
125, tax free, to pay her for life. 

In order to explain why they con- 
sider the obligation a legitimate one 
they had to re-tell the story of how 
it was incurred by Mr. Heckscher. 

It was back in 1927 that the public 
first became aware that music had 
charms to open the _ philanthropic 
purse of the New York zinc and real 
estate baron, August Heckscher, then 
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79 years old. Madam« 
him for $1,000,000 that 

After hearing her sing, she told 
the court, he had begged her to give 
up her career and thencetorth place 
her talents at his exclusive disposal. 
This, she said, she had agreed to do 
for a promised $48,000 a year. He 
had lived up to the agreement for 
three short months, she added, and 
then had pulled the purse strings. 

When she was asked if he had not 
already given her a million-dollar rope 
of matched pearls, her lawyer replied 
for her: 

“Mme. Hempel 
what it is worth, 


Hempel sued 
vear. 


does not Know 
whether $7,000 or 
70,000 or what. Gifts mean nothing 
to Mme. Hempel. Kings and Em 
perors have lavished them upon her. 
This gorgeous diamond buckle, 
insured for $45,000, was given her by 
the late King Leopold of Belgium. 
She has a pin and bracelet from the 
German Kaiser; a diamond and em 
erald brooch from King Alfonso of 
Spain, and no end of other gifts from 
sovereigns and distinguished persons, 
who have admired her magnificent 
voice and wished to give her some 
tangible token of their appreciation.” 

After this suit had dragged along 
for a while, the compromise agree. 
ment was reached. Instead of $48,000, 
Mr. Heckscher was to pay her $15,000 
annually. He continued to do so for 
the next eight years. Then he balked 
again, and again the bejewelled song 
bird went to court. 

This time it was revealed that the 
Blue Danube had not been the only 
element in their-relationship. ‘There 
had been some letters, too, and a man 
named William D. Kahn, to whom 
Mme. Hempel had been married when 
she met Mr. Heckscher and whom 
subsequently she had _ shed, along 
with her public. 

Her promise to destroy the letters 
and keep Mr. Kahn from suing the 
philanthropist for alienation of affec 
tions also had figured in the $15,600 
a year transaction. Apparently she 
had lived up to these promises, but, 
according to the defense, had scuttled 
another one, providing that: 

“Neither (Hempel or Heckscher) 
will at any time communicate with, 
molest or otherwise interfere with 
the peace, quiet and happiness of 
the other.” 

“But,” complained Mr. Heckscher, 
“she has communicated with me and 
molested me and interfered with my 
peace, quiet and happiness. She has 
written me various letters in attempts 
to establish contacts and interviews 
with me and calling attention to her 
loneliness and sadness, and using en- 
dearing terms in attempts to induce 
me to see her.

ADIO Producer Hugh (Bud) Ernst might as 
R well have been a night watchman for all his 

wife, Actress Betty Furness, saw of him dur-

relieved by the use of a new specific 
substanc.:, called enterogastrone. 

In treatment of patients. as well 
as of labo -atory animals, iniection of 
the chemical has been efiective in 
preventing the recurrence opt symp- 
toms duiing the period of is admih- 
istration, and for a leneth of time 
thereafto How long the protection 
against the recurrence of the disease 
symptoms, after the treatment has 
been siopped, can last remains to be 
seen. 

Prof. Andrew C. Ivy headed the 
team of medical scientists, including 
Drs. Morton I. Grossman, Harry 
Greengard and Arthur J. Atkinson, 
who started this development at the 
Northwestern University Medical 
school, Chicago, some ten years ago. 
Both Drs. Ivy and Grossman are now 
continuing this research at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, which they joined 
last September. 

Enterogastrone, isolated from the 
mucous lining of the upper intestinal 
tract of freshly slaughtered hogs, is 
a “chalone,” the kind of a hormone 
which, instead of exciting, slows down 
secretions of the stomach. 

Injections of the substance were 
made in 58 patients of peptic ulcer 
that is, ulcer of the stomach, and, in 
most cases, of the duodenum, the 
upper part of the intestine where it 
makes junction with the stomach. 
With one exception, all patients were 
relieved of pain and other distressful 
Symptoms during the course of intra- 
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- 
muscular injections. Most of them 


have remained without recurrence. of 
the disease ever since the treatment 
was terminated. 

X-ray photographs showed that in 
40 of these patients, who had finished 
the treatments, the ulcer had been 
sufficiently healed to be very signifi- 
cant. The others are _ still being 
treated. All of them had suffered 
from repeated attacks each year for 
five years or more before the new 
therapy was started on them. 

keinterogastrone is now prepared as 
a dry powder and is dissolved in boil- 
ing, sterile water to form a solution 
for use. This chemical, however is 
not suitable for any person who has 
allergy to pork, since it is derived 
from hogs. Its further chemical puri- 
fication might make it available for 
all sorts of people. One of the 58 
cases treated by the Chicago doctors 
illustrates how effective it has been 
in these patients. 

Mrs. J. K., 33-year-old housewife, 
was found in 1939 to have a duodenal! 
type of peptic ulcer. Each year she 
had five or six severe attacks. Then, 
in March, 1945, the chalone injections 
were commenced and continued for a 
whole year. Her pain and other symp- 
toms were relieved one week after 
the therapy was begun, and since the 
termination of the injections she has 
suffered no relapse, even though she 
had an operation and infection. 

In animal experiments, the doctors 
found that the. chalone failed to pro- 
duce beneficial effects if histamine 
was injected into the body. Histamine 
is Known to increase the secretion of 
gastric acid, and it has been believed 
that increased acidity is a fundamen- 
tal factor in the development of pep- 
tic ulcer. The protein-digesting en- 


‘zyme pepsin, which becomes active in 


acid, has been supposed to eat away 
into the tissues of the stomach and

duodenum and related areas, when 
their “natural resistance” is lowered 
for veasonssstill not understood. From 
this point of view, enterogsstrone in- 
creases the protection of the gastric 
cavity walls, and histamine decreases 
it. 

But histamine itself is being em- 
ployed for the treatment of peptic 
ulcers, This startling method. orig- 
inated some years ago in Furope, has 
been recently used with excellent re- 
sults by Dr. Benjamin M. Bernstein 
of the Jewish Hospital, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and his colleague, Dr. Abra- 
ham J. Brenner. 

In about 20 daily injections of 
histamine, nine out of 10 of the pa 
tients have been relieved of ulcer 
symptoms. Recently Dr. Bernstein 
has reported the results of treatment 
of 92 unselected cases—-that is, pa- 
tients of all types of peptic ulcer. 

For illustration, an attractive. sen- 
Sitive 28-year-old secretary came for 
treatment. Her “old reliable,” the 
stomach, had taken much abuse from 
ill-assorted diets and drinks and from 
a series of emotional troubles, due to 
family and professional strains and 
stresses. Ulcer of the stomach at- 
tacked her repeatedly, especially in 
spring and fall when recurrence is 
most frequent and severe. 

She was pretty despondent as her 
fun in life had gone; abandoning the 
tempting cocktails and caviar and 
even smoking, her social life was re- 
duced to drab monotony. She was 
tired of the “bland diets” of cream, 
eggs, what not and of alkalies. After 
Dr. Bernstein started the daily hista- 
mine injections, she was relieved in 
four days. At the end of the entire 
course of 20 days treatment she was a 
new person—-with a feeling of warmth 
and well-being within her.

A 45.5 carat, flawless blue white 
stone, valued at a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars, the Hope Diamond ‘ranks 
among the most fabulous, and ill- 
starred, of jewels. Since it began 
circulating, back in the 17th century, 
its path has been marked by many 
tragedies. As its mistress, Mrs. Mce- 
Lean has had her share of them. 

It was in 1911 that Edward Beale 
McLean, Jr., then editor and publisher 
of the Washington Post, bought the 
stone from Pierre Cartier, the jeweler, 
He paid $154,000 for it and gave it to 
his wife. 

Although professing from the first 
not to believe in the sinister legends 
clustering around her present, Mrs. 
McLean never let her friends or chil- 
dren touch it.

ington. He had been named for her 
brother, who had died in a Newport 
automobile accident in 1905. 

After that, Mrs. Mclean and her 
husband lost their yaluable news- 
paper properties and then they lost 
each other, becoming estranged in the 
1920's. Later, McLean was committed 
to an insane asylum, where he died. 

His wife still had enough left of 
the $200,000,000 they had shared at 
the time of their wedding to continue 
to be Washington’s premier hostess. 
She even had enough to pay two men, 
Gaston B. Means and Norman P. 
Whitaker, the tidy sum of $139,000. 
In return, they promised to turn. over 
to her the then recently kidnaped son 
of Charles A. Lindbergh. When they 
failed to do so, she sued them both 
and both went to jail. 

Since then, her son, Jack, has been 
divorced from his wife, the former 
Agnes Pyne Bacon; Mrs. McLean her- 
self has suffered from ill health and, 
just a week before her daughter’s 
death, she fell down a flight of Stairs 
and broke her kneecap. 

Jean Baptiste Tavernier, a famous 
17th century traveler, is considered 
the first westerner to have obtained 
possession of the Hope Diamond. It 
had been stolen from a sacred golden 
statue of Rama in a Burmese temple. 
Tavernier brought it to Europe in 1642, 
and there it was sold to Louis XIV. 

Madame de Montespan wore ft and 
soon afterwards was discarded by the 
King, whose favorite she had been. 

Nicholas Fouquet, Intendant of 
France, borrowed it for a: festive 
occasion; he was executed. 

Q@Mueen Marie Antoinette wore it 
and was beheaded. Her friend, the 
beautiful Princess de Lamballe, bor- 
rowed it and met a Similar fate. 

Hendrik Fals, a diamond mer- 
chant’s son, stole it and then com- 
mitted suicide. 

Simon Frankel, a New York broker, 
who bought it for $168,000 in 1901, 
was overwhelmed by financial woes. 

Jacques Colot, another owner, 
went mad and killed himself.

He had lent it on one occasion to 
a woman named Lorens Ladue, whose 
admirer strangled her in order to 
steal it.

Mon- 
tharides, his wife and child all fell to 
death over a precipice and the Sultan 
was dethroned. 

Jehver Agha, an 
Yidiz, was hanged 
steal it. 

Selim Habib, a Persian diamond 
merchant, undertook to dispose of it 
and was drowned. 

Lord Francis Pelham Clinton 
Hope, of the English family that gave 
its name to the diamond, married an 
American actress named May Yohe, 
who wore it a couple of times. She 
ran away with the son of an ex-mayor 
of New York and was divorced. 

“Tl had letter after letter from 
May Yohe,” wrote Mrs. Mcl.ean in 
her popular autobiography, “Father 
Struck It Rich.” “She (May) was 
trying to recoup some bit of happi- 
ness from the ruin of her life. She 
blamed the diamond; as one woman 
to another, she begged me to throw 
it away and break its spell.” 

But Mrs. McLean refused to do so, 
for as she went on to say, “I have 
come to feel—not think—-that I have 
developed a sort of immunity to its 
evil. What tragedies have befallen 
me might have occurred had I never 
seen or touched the diamond.” 

After hearing of her daughter’s 
death, Washington wondered if she 
still felt the same way.

If she appears in your town, 
you'll have a chance from a seat ‘in 
the audience to see a lovely girl, 
smiling in a carefree manner. You'll 
never guess the smile was ever any- 
thing but beautiful, happy and gay. 
Nor will her black eyes show the 
agony and suspense which she has 
experienced during the four years 
that followed the disastrous Cocoa- 
nut Grove fire in Boston. 

Dottie herself will not tell you her 
story. One simply doesn’t get up and 
say: “See my face? It’s not really 
my own. It was given to me by a 
skilful surgeon after 20 operations.” 
Such a statement might appeal to 
your sympathies, but that’s not what 
Dottie wants. She'd rather be judged 
on her merits, so she'll just sing to 
you in her deep, throaty manner. 

The rest should be told, however, 
because it is a story of high courage. 

It starts on the night of Novem- 
ber 28, 1942, at Boston’s swank Cocoa- 
nut Grove nightclub, Seventeen-year- 
old Dottie was feeling particularly 
happy as she came off the band- 
stand after the first show. Her songs 
had gone over. The audience had 
liked her. Mickey Alpert, the band 
leader, had shot her a smile of 
approval as she took her final bow. 
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The night-clubbers were generous in 
their compliments as the young 
Singer made her way past the 
crowded tables to the dressing room. 

She sat down in front of a mirror 
and smiled at her reflection. It was 
wonderful to be alive in the best of 
all possible worlds. At this point a 
woman screamed “Fire!’ 

“It’s a joke,” was Dottie’s first 
thought, as she rushed out to see. 
She was just in time to be rocked 
by the blinding explosion that came 
from the Melody Lounge downstairs. 
Choking, impenetrable smoke bil- 
lowed about her. She was jostled by 
revelers in their mad stampede. Be- 
fore Fate closed its books on the dis- 
aster, 503 lives had been claimed. 

There was a door across the foyer 
which Dottie could have reached 
with ease, but all she could think of 
were the unwarned waiters and 
cooks, So instead of trying to save 
herself she groped her way to the 
kitchen’s swinging doors. 

The unbearable heat seared 45 per 
cent of her body, but Dottie retained 
consciousness. Once she reached Bos- 
ton City Hospital, though, shock sent 
her into a morphine-tempered deli- 
rium for two weeks. 

Then came the painful 
ing. Dottie had no illusions about 
the severity of her injuries. She in- 
sisted on a hand mirror so that she 
might know the worst at once. 

There were moments of deep de- 


awaken- 


pression, but never did she sink to 
such depths as did some of the other 
victims, whose misery made them 
beg doctors to let them dle. 

Dottie found strength in prayer 
and the kindness of others. ‘There 
were the priests from St. Joseph and 
St. James in Boston, with words of 
faith and encouragement; the doctors 
with their pep talks; friends and well. 
wishers. Most important, there was 
her mother, patient and loving, who 
never left her bedside. 

To Keep her own spirits up, Dot- 
tie tried singing along with the radio 
by her bed. Surprisingly enough, her 
voice sounded better than ever and 
she was pleased to note that singing 
not only helped her own morale, but 
cheered her fellow patients, too. Here 
was an audience that didn’t seem to 
mind her disfigured features. 

As Dottie became stronger she 
sang to patients in other wards and 
finally was invited to sing in the 
plastic wards of veterans’ hospitals 
near by, where no entertainers had 
previously been allowed to appear. 

The grateful response from these 
patients gave Dottie confidence to try 
radio—-another field in which her 
burns wouldn’t matter, Soon she was 
doing three shows over WBZ,

Nor do the nonsense syllables that 
intrigue his four-year-old tickle 
his funny bone at all. Not only do 
they not seem funny at their first 
appearance but they grow progrcs-. 
sively less funny with the next 10 
to 20 repetitions! For the young 
child seems to believe that if a joke 
is funny the first time, it is just ex. 
actly as funny as many times more 
as he repeats it. 

This is really a strain on a parent 
as long as he thinks only of himself 
The good parent—the one who is 
going to win out in the end by having 
the friendliest, best adjusted children 

is the one who thinks of the child’s 
side of things first. The child thinks 
his joke is funny; give him the 
benefit of the doubt. And remember, 
you could be wrong. Maybe your own 
sense of humor is feeble. Probably, 
however, it is only that his stage ol 
humor is necessarily immature, 
suited to his age, not to yours. 

Laugh with him once to show him 
you're not a stuffed shirt. Laugh 
again because it will please him. Try 
a smile a few more times at least, 
then be smart enough to think. up 
something to take the place of this

He 
likes to exchange the names of 
things: “Now I’m putting on my 
hat,” as he puts on his coat; “Now 
I’m putting on my coat,” as his haf 
goes on, 

At four and five, pure nonsensc 
words and imaginary characters have 
their fling: “Who’s out in the hall*”’ 
“Mr. Boo-Boo.” “Mr. Woo-Woo.” “Mr. 
Wiggy-Wiggy,” each funnier than the 
last, with perhaps “Mr. Nobody” the 
climax and most unroarious of all.

A rule to remember well is this: 
A joke is not funny if it hurts a 
child's feelings. Don’t laugh at his 
mistakes unless he does so himself. 
“l wish we had a hang-up,” your 
little girl sighs after her first ex- 
perience with a neighbor’s hammoc':. 
Don't laugh. “If Ll put this feather 
in water it will grow,” your little boy 
assures you solemnly. Don't laugh; 
and don’t repeat to others in his 
hearing tne mistakes in language or 
understanding that your child makes. 

Children make the same kind of 
mistakes in their own still-new en 
vironment that adults would make in 
a Strange country and with a new 
language. Children are at a disad- 
vantage in so many ways—they are 
small and weak and unskilful, and 
so often in wrong with adults for 
fa'ing to conform to the countless 
restrictions laid upon them—that to 
be laughed at for mistakes is too 
much to be borne. For the same 
reason, don’t make practical jokes 
on a child. No one enjoys being the 
victim of a _ practical joke. It is 
doubly hard for a child, who is at the 
merey of people older and stronger 
than himself. 

Don't laugh at your child, but 
laugh with him. You needn't fear 
that because you can have fun to- 
gether, you child will not take you 
seriously at the proper time. The 
bond made by your good times 
together will have made you a likable 
person that your children will want 
to please. What is more, your 
necessarily serious moments will be 
all the more impressive by contrast 
with your lighter ones. When his 
erstwhile joxe-loving parent is def- 

initely not. amused 
by certain ill-chosen 
antics, a child is 
given tothink: 
probably this par- 
ticular line. isn’t 
funny after all. 
Watch your child 
with an apprecia- 
tive and inquiring 
eye. See what kind 
of humor. he can 
appreciate at his 
age. If you can’t 
quite enjoy it your- 
self, laugh anyway. 
You can, if you 
try, put on a con- 
vincing enough act 
just by your pleas- 
ure in his fun.

RGUING with an Igorot in Chinese 
on the Einstein theory is time well 
spent compared with trying to im 
press upon a horse player the 
inevitability of his death as a 


hankrupt. Aphorisms were meant 

for human. beings, not horse 

players, who are a species apart. 

Therefore, when you warn a 

chart scholar that all horse players must die broke, 

as Damon Runyon was told by Phocion Howard 

who was tipped off by a stock broker, who in turn 

had it direct from a faro bank dealer in Cripple 

Creek, the cheerful zany will reply: “Sure, but 

Pittsburgh Phil and myself are the exceptions that 
prove the rule.” 

There have been exceptions, too, even as there 
are albino deer and two-headed cows. Pittsburgh 
Phil left two millions (but apparently no last 
name). Arnold Rothstein was full of lead at the 
finish but his bank account showed a good gold 
reserve. Nick Forziey, whose speculative adven- 
tures were conducted under the name of Nick F., 
left his relict enough to float a chain of Greek 
restaurants had she so desired. 

Claude Kyle split up a half million among 
friends and employes in his will. Chicago O’Brien 
could have written a check for almost a million 
just before he gasped his last breath. Nor did 
anyone have to pick up the final tab for Caesar 
Young and Whitey Beck. 

There are others, still living, who knew when 
to quit and are enjoying a comfortable retire- 
ment on the income of what they took away from 
the race tracks. 

An old tea jerker told us there was a broken 
heart for every light on Broadway. For every 
fortunate fellow who ‘beat the races, there must

be a thousand who made the trip on Charon’s 
Styx ferry line without so much as a shirt on 
their backs. For them, money meant nothing; it 
was the thrill 6f the Great Racing Gamble that 
kept them at it like a hophead at his pipe. They’d 
probably have been far unhappier in retirement 
with a million salted away where no bookmaker 
could get at it than they ever were when down 
to their last vain hope. 

The case histories of so many race track 
plungers show that betting was their only bad 
habit that thé idea. suggests itself that chronic 
gambling is a natural outlet for the emotions of 
those who are unsuccessful with women and get 
no kick out of drinking. 

Whitey Langdon probably never analyzed his 
own emotions. Betting on horses was as natural 
for him as eating. He had been a stable boy in 
New Jersey almost since he could toddle when he 
first experienced the thrill of walking up to a 
bookie and commanding: “Decorate the duke, 
Luke!” ‘They say there are no sure things on the 
turf but that’s wrong. . 

Whitey was a sure thing to die without a 
nickel, from the moment he made his first wager. 
(enerous, impulsive, he chose as his theme song 
long before the number had been written, “All,

When he thought he had a winner he'd shoot 
the works, whether it happened to be a frayed 
deuce or a crisp 20 grand. 

Whitey was riding to Sheepshead Bay one day 
with a friend who owned one of the new horseless 
carriages when they passed a team of Shetland 
ponies drawing a neat little carriage. Command- 
ing his friend to stop the car, Whitey hopped out, 
engaged a hack standing near by and followed the 
pony rig to a stable in downtown Brooklyn. There 
he bought the team, cart and harness for an 
amount several times what the owner had paid 
for them. 


OR weeks, thereafter, Whitey, who had always 

yearned fora pony in his youth, drove his midget 
span, uninhibited, to the track every afternoon. 
Then came the day when he over-reached himself 
in the betting ring and was compelled to part 
with his pets for one fourth of what he had paid 
for them. ‘This money he quickly pyramided into 
a modest fortune. 

The day came when Whitey finally overcame 
his prejudice against automobiles and developed 
a fancy for a snazzy lookaéng red roadster of 
foreign make, owned by a friend. When Whitey 
wanted anything there was no sense in refusing 
him. He offered his friend more for the car than

he had paid for it brand-new in France and had 


himself a deal. 

Langdon was now the envy of the track as he 
roared into the parking enclosure daily, cut-out 
wide open and rubber-bulbed horn honking like a 
flock of Canadian wild geese. 

A bookie cast his cold fish eyes on the car one 
day and resolved to make it his. The chance 
came soon. Whitey, broke once more, peddled it 
to him for $2,500, the amount he needed to pay 
off his track debts. , 


IS credit restored, Langdon went on another 

betting spree, won $17,000 in an afternoon and 
bought back his expensive toy for $4,000. 

For 25 years Whitey’s financial. status was a 
pendulum that moved between one extreme 
marked “flush” and another labelled “broke.” In 
the Roarin’ Twenties *e became a pal of Joshua 
Cosden, the spectacular oil operator. When the 
Cosdens entertained the young Prince of Wales 
(now the Duke of Windsor) in 1924, Whitey placed 
bets for the blond heir to the British throne who 
was to renounce it two decades later for a 
Baltimore belle. 

Whitey’s recklessness with a buck wasn’t 
curbed when, as betting commissioner for Cosden, 
he wagered as much as $100,000 on a single race. 
Langdon won millions in his day but left his 
widow with only a modest competence. 

The only fault Davy Johnson found with life 
was that it didn’t provide enough ways to gamble. 
Horses, stud poker, Wall Street——-they were just 
a workout for this big-time operator at the New 
York, Saratoga and Long Branch, N. J., tracks. 
From one day to the next, no one knew whether 
Davy was a millionaire or a pauper. 

At Saratoga they still tell of the time back in 
1906 when Davy and John W. (Betcha Million) 
Gates hooked up in a series of nocturnal poker 
games that didn’t wind up until all hours of the 
morning. Day after day Gates found himself 
missing appointments with his Wall Street broker 
and also the morning workouts of his horses. 


INALLY, he laid down a rule that henceforth, 
come 6 a.m., the game was over, win, lose or 
draw. The next night, at the card table in Can- 
field’s, Johnson shot into a tremendous lead over 
Gates. At one stage, Davy was $135,000 ahead 
but by 6 a. m. his winnings had been cut to $4,000 
chicken feed for Gates. 

Johnson owned the great sprinter, Roseben, 
who won him $475,000 in bets one year. Yet Davy 
finished that season $280,000 in the ketchup. Wall 
Street, stud and other people’s horses had undone 
Roseben’s valiant efforts to keep Davy in the 
black. Johnson died broke. 

Bob Sievere, an Englishman, was the European 
version of Davy Johnson. Bob was a big scale 
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player at the English and French race courses. 
Buying the great mare Sceptre for a few quid, he 
won a fortune betting on her, and refused huge 
offers for the animal. 

Typical of Sievere’s operations was the week 
end when he was a $ .00.000 loser on a Saturday 
night in England and thus faced with ruin if he 
couldn’} meet his creditors by noon Monday. 

Calmly, Sievere crossed the Channel, made 
book at a Paris track Sunday afternoon, won 
$360,000 and arrived back in London Monday 
morning in time to meet all his obligations. Bob 
didn't have a farthing when he kicked the bucket. 

St. Louis produced a colorful turf character of 
I,Xahan descent known as Kid Rogers. The Kid 
would bet on anything from the morrow’s tem- 
perature in Kokomo to the number ot beans ina 
dish of pasta fazoole. 


NCE when booking at the original Santa Anita 

track in Los Angeles, built by Lucky Baldwin, 
the Kid, disregarding the wise money which was 
backing Big Chief, second choice in a race, went 
overboard on King James, the favorite. Not only 
did Rogers take all bets offered on Big Chief but 
put everything he had on King James. Big Chief 
won and the shock turned Rogers’ mind. 

For a year, he hung around race tracks, asking 
anyone who would listen to him how King James 
could have lost. Then he died, supposedly broke. 

However, a chance remark Rogers had made 
to a friend in his prosperous days led to the dis- 
covery of a safe deposit vault in which a cache 
of $40,000 in gold was found. Rogers had for- 
gotten about this when his mind failed. Other- 
wise he probably would have sent this good 
money after the fortune he had poured down the 
drain and his sisters would have been left penniless. 

The Brooklyn butcher boys——-Mike and- Phil 
Dwyer—wrote a colorful chapter in New York 
race track operations. From cutting steaks fo 
collecting stakes was but a short step for the 
sporting Dwyers when a horse Mike bought be- 
came successful. In a decade, the butcher boys 
owned six champions and a dozen who just 
missed that classification. 

Mike, besides being a remarkable judge of 
horse ‘flesh, was the dominating member of the 
brother act. Naturally he had a system. Every- 
one has a system. Mike’s was to find a horse 
that outclassed its company, then back it to the 
limit of his resources, no matter how short the 
odds, on the theory that the only way the steed 
could lose was by breaking a leg. 

None ever broke legs but a few didn’t break 
their backs running for the Dwyers’ dough either, 
so the system wasn't any more infallible than any 
others that have been devised by fallible man. 

Mike Dwyer often bet as much as $30,000 on 
a race, even when getting no higher than 1 to 10 
for his money. Unlike Pittsburgh Phil, he was 
afraid of long shots. Mike was strictly a 
favori player. Unlike Chicago O’Brien, he 
wasn't a safe judge of a safe horse. 


MONG the champs who wore the famous red 

and blue sash and red cap of the Dwvers were 
Luke Blackburn, Hindoo, Hanover, Tremont, King- 
ston and Miss Woodtord. Most of the important 
stake events went to the Dwyer brothers before 
they split up because of Mike's mania for trying 
to break the books. They won a Kentucky Derby 
and a Suburban Handicap with Ben Brush. 

Then, backed by Richard Croker, the Tammany 
chieftain, Mike went to England with 16 good 
American horses in an attempt to dominate the 


English turf. The venture cost Dwyer practically | 


his entire string, which were either claimed or in- 
jured in training and it set back Boss Croker a 
beautiful buck too. 

Willie Simms, their Negro jockey, told a re- 
porter after arriving back in New York: “All we 
had comin’ back was Harry Reed and.my walkin’ 
stick.’ Harry Reed was a good horse. 

This blow helped to crush Mike, who wound 
up an invalid, supported by the brother he had 
always dominated on the turf. But he had a stuke 
named after him when he died, which is more 
than can be said about most butchers. 

In the '90s, it was customary for jockeys to 
gallop their horses to the paddock to be saddled 
by way of limbering them up. An uncouth fellow 
named Fred Eschner who frequented the metro- 
politan race tracks in those days developed such an 
uncanny faculty for being able to judge a horse's 
condition by these pre-race gallops that he won 
enormous sums, betting place and show. 

However, Fred’s luck changed and for 20 years 
he was a familiar figure at the track, wearing 
hand-me-downs given to him by more fortunate 
horse players and always carrying a roll of old 
newspapers under his arm. 

Joe Bannon and other good fellows would 
listen to Eschner’s hot tips, pretend to bet on them, 
and, if the horses won, slip him some money to 


keep him going. Eschner died destitute-a half 
dozen vears apo. 

‘There was a giant of a man named Frank 
Tyler, known on the turf as the “Humming Bird,” 
who used to book at the New York tracks when- 
ever he cou!d scrape up a bankroll. Tyler was a 
cold, calculating fellow who had no sympathy for 
any of his fellowmen who were up against it. 

\fter several fruitless efforts to run a sue- 
cessiul book, he pawned his watch for $150 and 
parlayed it into a bankroll of $10,000 by taking 
small bets in the “field”’ where the one-dollar cus- 
tomers were herded in the latter part of the last 
century. 

To book in the main grandstand in those days 
one had to belong to the Metropolitan Turf Asso- 
ciation or run a stand on the back line behind 
the big ring where the 100 “Mets” operated. It 
was ‘I'vler’s ambition to book in the big ring. 
When his clocker brought him a 60 to 1 shot on 
which he made a grand cleanup, it looked as if 
he would finally succeed. 

“Now, enemies of the Humming Bird, let’s see 
you break me” Tyler gloated as he collected 
$100,000 in profits. The next day he was booking 
on the back line, pending, as he thought, his 
acceptance by the Mets 

But he was blackballed three times by the Big 
Ring bookies because he had once told a down-and 
outer who came to him seeking help, to “take the 
river.” The Mets now gave the Humming Bird 
the same advice. 

Instead, he stuck to the backline, made a 
quarter of a million dollars there and then one 
night died a death as cold as his heart by falling 
into a snowdrift on Washington Heights while 
in his cups and freezing to death. 

Another dour fellow who met with success for 
a while was Chris Smith, a high roller who oper- 
ated in the West. For a time he raced the best 
string out that way, including the great mare 
Yo Tambien. Smith gave ‘Tod Sloan his start as 
a rider. But, like Tod, Smith died penniless 

This would be a queer racing story indeed if 
it made no mention of a plunging Colonel. The 
Situation is saved by Colonel James, scion of a 
wealthy Mississippi planter. Instead of sticking 
to planting, the Colonel devised the first speed 
charts ever used in racing. 


I’ WAS he who first took into consideration such 
factors as the change in the speed of a track 
caused by harrowing, sprinkling, wind, sun and 
dew. He also was the first to consider the pos- 
sibilitv that race track timing wasn't accurate. 

Colonel James became a most successful selec- 
tor of winners through his methods and taught 
them to a score of others who became successful. 

But the Colonel was an extravagant liver and 
never could quite win enough to pay the enor- 
mous cost of his upkeep. 

One thing stumped the Colonel: He could 
never pick winners on a muddy track. Because 
he refused to give up trying, he wound up with 
the well-known Mr. Sweeney. However, if it’s 
any consolation to those who insist the races can 
be beaten, several of the Colonel's pupils fared 
well, even bucking the mutuels, which the Colonel 
warned his son could not be done successfully 
even with no muddy tracks to complicate matters. 

Colonel James had a gold mine in his speed 
charts if he only had realized it and let the suck- 
ers play the races. But for a born horse player, 
there’s no fun in plaving a sure thing and letting 
someone else be the sucker.

kvery morning for seven months, 
a liveried man-servant has knocked 
at 6:15 at the bedroom door of Ed 
ward Kinelon Digby, the 11th Baron 
Digby, in Cerne Abbey, one of the 
oldest and most distinguished manor 
houses in England. ‘To a sleepy voice 
from within the servant responds 
“Your coffee, my Lord.” 

The baron, who was inspector of 
infantry-training establishments in the 
last war and a colonel of the Cold 
stream Guards in its predecessor, rises 
briskly, gulps his coffee, takes his 
tub, pulls on dove gray trousers and 
a brown tweed jacket, plops a checked 
cap on his bald head and is ready to 
begin his rounds.

SWINDLERS HARVEST

They Charge Up to 2000 Per 
Cent Interest and Usually Get 
Their Money — or Their Man

ERALD MARINO, a_s truck 
driver, was shot dead in the 
hallway of his Brooklyn home 

by two hired thugs. His wite told 
police he had received a warning 
two days before from a loan shark. 

“Pay up or get knocked off,” the 
threat read. 

Mrs. Miriam Rosenchild, also of 
Brooklyn, hysterically rushed into a 
police station. A loan shark had tele- 
phoned her about her husband's debt. 

“Your husband will be delivered 
home in a bag unless he pays up.” 

Mrs. Rosenchild pawned her two 
diamond rings for $30 and gave this 
to the money lender. But it didn’t 
help. Her husband had borrowed $200 
and with the $30 had paid $174.-Next 
week the shark came around and 
threatened them again. He told them 
to auction off their furniture. The 
shark was arrested. 

Terrorism like that is the usual 
gangster loan shark practice. 

Underworld gangs have taken over 
in many cities, where tightening legal 
restrictions against court collections 
have caused the loan sharks to resort 
to blackmail, beatings and killings. 

New York City has records of 17 
murders in five years traced to loan 
Sharks. A recent survey by the Public 
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Affairs Committee of New York 
found that these vultures are mulct- 
ing the nation’s public out of $100,- 
000 000 a vear. Flates of interest as 
high as 2000 per cent are charged. 

This is one of the many rackets 
by which swindlers are reaping a 
rich harvest from the $180,000,000,- 
000 tn savings and bonds accumu- 
lated by thrifty Americans during 
the war years. 

Money is easy to get from loan 
sharks, many of whom have no of- 
fices but their vest pockets. They are 
ready with any sum up to $300. The 
average. loan is below $100. 

A painter was being squeezed for 
a small loan. Desperate and fearing 
death threats, he turned holdup man 
and killer to raise the money. He 
was sent:to the electric chair. 

One enterprising racketeer didn't 
wait for borrowers to come to him. 
His racket was worked this way: He 
called himself the Better Laundry 
Service, and equipped with cards to 
prove it, canvassed housewives. 

But, being a sympathetic guy, he 
soon was listening to their money 
troubles, including stories of house- 
hold money they lost at cards and 
couldn’t replace. The obliging shark 
came up with a $25 loan to be repaid 
in six weeks at $5 a week. The racket 
was smashed after one woman com- 


having. been beaten. 

Women members of card playing 
clubs are easy victims. Two holdup 
men who had raided a card game in 
a Brooklyn home were arrested. It 
was learned the bandits were associ- 
ated with loan sharks. They men- 
tioned the name of a Brooklyn moth- 
er. This woman, desperate over her 
losses at the game, trying to keep 
her secret from her husband and 
pressed by a loan shark for a debt 
she could not pay, had arranged with 
the gang for the holdup. 

A gang found a way to beat the 
loan shark law through the instal- 
ment jewelry racket. The borrower 
doesn’t want the jewelry. He wants 
cash. He gets the money by pawning 
the article he buys. To get $50 he 
must buy a ring or watch costing 
$100 to $200. He pays $2 a week. 

Crooked lenders found a way to 
muscle in on “check cashing” agen- 
cies which operate legally in many 
cities. The agencies usually have a 
small store front. 

On pay days, workers can stop on 
the way home and cash their pay 
checks. Fees of one per cent on a $50 
check and one-half per cent if higher 
are charged. Here is how the *loan 
racket is worked by some. 

Mr. Dupe has been cashing his 
pay checks every month at an agency 
near his job. A fellow employe, 
often in on the racket, lets it drop 
that the agency sometimes makes 
loans.

he asks the cashier as he 
cashes his check whether he 
would be good for a loan, if 
needed. ‘The. cashier evades: 

“Well no, but if you run 
short, come in to see us.” 

Mr. Dupe does run. short 
before next pay day and goes 
to the window. He is asked: 

“Do you have a checking 
aecount?” 

Mr. Dupe doesn't. He is 
told he should get $5 and open 
a special checking account at 
any bank which handles such 
accounts. These can be opened 

in some banks with $1. Mr. Dupe 
returns with a book of blank checks 
he got with opening of the account. 
He writes a check for $25. He also 
signs an affidavit stating he has re- 
ceived full value. Check and affi 
davit are predated his next pay day. 
The cashier gives him 3820, retaining 
$5 as interest. The affidavit proves 
no loan was made. 

Mr. Dupe now has his real prob 
lem. <A $25 check is coming due at 
the bank and he hasn't enough money 
in the bank to meet it. He has to 
get the money in the bank. When 
the fatal day comes, if he hasn't the 
money the sharks will really have 
him. He tells the cashier. 

“That’s all right,” the cashier says, 
“Just write another one dated next 
month for $30." He gets no money 
on this transaction. Mr. Dupe is 
allowed. to redeem a second, a third, 
fourth and so on until he is writing 
three figure checks with $5 in the 
bank. And all he ever got was $20. 

Authorities recently revealed that 
usurious money lenders are ad 
vancing money to veterans on the 
strength of their mustering-out pay. 

A simple legal way is open to 
people who need small loans. Of the 
15,000 banks in the country, 12,000 
have personal loan departments 
which lend at low rates of interest. 
They welcome borrowers. All that 
is needed in order to borrow money 
is that the applicant have a job and 
an indorsement for his note. The 
indorsement is not always required.

day night recently. 

Outside thunder crashed, 
rain hammered on the roof, 
and the Rev. Kenneth Haw- 
kins had to shout to make 
his sermdn heard. 

“Even this crazy weather 
may be a warning to us!” 
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cheerful expression faded. 
With a stricken expression, 
he drove to his doctor’s. 
With difficulty he climbed 
the steps. He tottered across 
the porch, pressed the bell 
—and dropped. ‘The doctor 
came out promptly, but the 
Rev. Mr. Hawkins was be- 
yond help. He was dead.

Fastest Dog? 


sm IRTSMEN timing Bah’s 

Choice, a famous racing 
greyhound, running a trial 
heat at a London course re- 
cently, gasped when the dog 
covered 525 yards in 28.99 
seconds. 

They figured out this was 
traveling at the rate of 37 
miles per hour. Or, to put 
it another way, at 18.1 yards 
per second. That’s far faster 
than any human can do. 

For example, the world’s 
record for the 100-yard dash, 
set by three Americans, is 
9.4 seconds. They averaged 
10.6 yards per second to 
make it-—a great feat, but 
still not nearly so swift as 
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yards. 
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Bah’s Choice in negotiating 
five and one-quarter times 
the distance. 

It has long been the hope 
of athletes to do the mile in 
four minutes flat. It means 
racing at 15 miles per hour 

much slower than the 
English greyhound’s rate. 

Of course, the comparison 
is based on the assumption 
that Bah’s Choice could 
keep up the same pace for a 
mile that he did for 525 
He probably couldn’t 
quite make it, but even so, 
he’d certainly finish far 
ahead of any human cham- 
pion in the long history of 
the Olympic games.

- and Eventually to a Brutal Murder in 
the Praslin Chateau.

lik. Praslin tragedy, which contributed to the 

inti-royalist agitation that cost Louis Philippe 

if France his.throne, had as its basisa triangle, 
just as has many another tragedy involving far 
less glittering personalities. The individuals com- 
orising this trangle were: 

Charles Laure Hugues Theobald, Duc de Chol- 
seul-Praslin, scion of one of the noblest tamilles 
ol France. 

His wife, Fanny; only daughter of Marshal 
Count Horace Sebastiani, noted French general. 

Mile. Henriette Deluzy-Desportes, a governess. 

The tall, good-looking Duke married Corsica- 
born Fanny Sebastiani in 1824, when he was but 
19’, and in the next 11 years they had nine chil- 
dren The family, needless to say, enjoyed the 
utmost luxury, for both the husband and wite 
were the beneficiaries of immense wealth. In 
Paris they occupied a sumptuous mansion, the 
Hotel Sebastiani, owned by Fanny’s father; in the 
country they lived in the magnificent Chateau 
de Vaux-Praslin, near Melun. 

As might be expected, the Praslins employed 
only the finest nursemaids and governesses for

The Servants Rushed to Their Mistress’ Bedroom. 

The Rays From the Porter's Lamp Fell on an 
Appalling Spectacle. 


their offspring. As might also.be expected, the 
children usually preferred these capable hirelings 
to their petulant and fiercely possessive mother 

In at least one instance\ the same might be 
said of the Duke. 

Mile. Deluzy-Desportes efitered the household 

very well recommended, /of course—-on March 
1, 1841, when she was 24 £She called herself 
simply Henriette Deluzy be«ause her grandfather, 
Baron Felix Desportes, a bNter anti-royalist, ob- 
jected to her working as a fXoverness, especially 
in the home of one born to the purple. 

The Praslin children became devoted to the 
new governess. ‘The Duke thought well of her. 
The Duchess~ became insanely jealous. 

Possibly to the Duke's abiding annoyance, the 
thwarted wife took to sending him complaining 
letters, usually while they were under the, same 
roof, about what she called his neglect of her and 
his encouragement of the governess. A year 


after Mile. Deluzy’s arrival, the Duchess wrote: 

“Another woman before my very eyes enjoys 
all that is most precious to me, and you expect 
me to be content! My God! Whatecrime has 
brought upon me such a penalty? Ah, Theobadd, 
you have no right -to deprive me of my children, 
to give them over to a woman without modesty, 
without principle, without discretion. Ah, that 
you should be thus weak and blind! 

“Mile. Deluzy is entirely mistress. Never be- 
fore has the position she holds been so provocative 
of scandal. And what an example to give the 
young; to show them that it is a common thing 
to visit at any hour and in any dress a man’s 
apartment, to receive him in one’s dressing vrown, 
to arrange journeys, parties of.pleasure, etc., 
etc., and to pass entire evenings in his company, 
with no one else present.” 

The Duchess wanted Mile. Deluzy dismissed. 
The Duke demurred on the ground that she was 
doing a splendid job, and that the Duchess’ sus- 
picions were absurd and insulting, As for the 
governess, She kept her head up and continued 
her excellent work with the children. 

Plump Fanny Praslin, desperately anxious to 
regain the Duke's regard, varied considerably in 
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her attitude toward Henriette as time passed. She 
was not always hostile— at least on the surface. 
There were occasions when she would write emo- 
tional notes of apology and praise, and even send 
the governess expensive little gifts. 


UT events were to show that the situation in 

the Praslin home simply could not endure. AS 
these three peopie were constituted, it was im- 
possible for them to live together in harmony. 

In the fourth year of her stay with the Pras- 
lins, Henriette took the children to the opera in 
the place of their mother, who was ill, and the 
Duke joined them in the family box. This led to, 
the publication of the following tidbit in a local 
gossip column: 

“The Duke and Duchess de Praslin are in. their 
Paris residence for the winter, but as usual! this 
pair is seldom seen together in public. Lately, 
however, the Duke has been seen much in the 
company of a certain lady of marked personal 
attractions. ..The Duchess, we hear, has not been 
enjoying good health, but the Duke from all ap 
pearances has never been better. He has re- 
markably fine taste and has long been regarded 
as a connoisseur in many lines.” 

This brought a bitter scene with the Duchess. 
Henriette decided to resign, but then one of the 
children fell ill, and she stayed on. 

In the spring of 1847, the governess had Pras- 
lin dismiss a maid who had been a favorite with 
the Duchess. The maid went to the same publi- 
cation that had printed the item two years before. 
Again the paper hinted that the Duke had become 
more interested in his personable employe than 
in his wife. Indeed, it was suggested that the 
Duchess had lost her reason through humiliation. 

For Marshal Sebastiani, that was the ‘last 
straw. At his insistence, Mile. Deluzy received as 
month’s notice on June 18, 1847. 

“He will never forgive it—never,” the Duchess 
wrote in her diary, referring to her husband, 
“He will be revenged on me! Day by day, hour 
by hour, minute by minute, he will revenge him- 
self for the good I have done him, for my having 
been fight when he was wrong. The gulf between 
us will grow deeper day by day. The more he 
broods on this, the more he feels conscious of his 
own error, the more he will wreak his vengeance 
on me. The future appals me!” 

Mile. Deluzy, much depressed after her de- 
parture in July, visited a relative, then retired 
to a boar@ing school in the suburbs managed by 
a Mme. Lemaire. The latter said she would be 
happy to have Mile. Deluzy join the teaching 
staff, provided she obtained a letter of recom- 
mendation from her late employer. 

By mid-August the letter had not yet arrived. 

In the period between July 18 and ihe tragedy, 
just one month later, the Duke saw Henriette 
three times, according to her story. The first 
time he came with his younger children; the 
second time they saw each other alone, when 
she spoke to him at the door; and the third occa- 
sion was the evening of Aug. 17, when he came 
with three of-his daughters and a son. 

During this visit, the matter of the letter of 
recommendation was discusse:). The Duke prom- 
ised he would obtain this from his wife, and sug- 
gested that Henriette call at the Hotel Sebastiani 
the next afternoon at 2. . 

Back home at 10, the father saw the girls to 
their rooms upstairs, then retired to-his own bed- 
room on the first floor, overlooking the garden. 

Separated from him by an ante-room, the 
Duchess slept in a vast apartment modeled on 
the bedchamber of Marie Antoinette at Versailles. 


f pUSEN the night the Duchess’ slumbers were 
interrupted. 

At 4:30 a. m., members of the household heard 
dreadful screams, and the repeated ringing of the 


Duchess’ bell. The Duke's valet, Charpentier, 
and the Duchess’ maid, Mile. Leclerc, rushed to 
their mistress’ chamber, only to find the doors 
locked. Inside the screams continued. 

“Madame! Madame!” they cried. 

There was no answer to their calls——-only the 
fearful sound of dull blows and the crash of over- 
turned furniture. Then all was quiet. 

They dashed out into the garden, but the win- 
dows were closed and blinded. They mounted a 
staircase leading to the small ante-chamber which 
separated the apartments of the Duke and 
Duchess and entered the Duchess’ bedroom. 

They could see nothing. The shutters were 
closed, and no light shone. 

Terrified, the pair retreated, and returned a 
minute or so later with the .major-domo and the 
porter. The latter was armed and carried a lamp. 
Its rays lit up an appalling spectacle. The place 
was a shambles——and on the floor, near the wide 
fireplace, lay the Duchess clad only in her night- 
dress, her head and shoulders supported by a 
sofa. She had more than 40 wounds. 

Suddenly the door of the ante-chamber opened, 
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and the Duke entered. He was wearing an im 
maculate dressing gown 

“What is the matter? 
he asked. Then, as a servant stepped aside: “Ni: 
God! What a misfortune! What a crime! Who 
has done this? Help! Bring surgeons!” 

A doctor arrived, and stated that the Duchess 
was beyond help. 

“Poor soul!” the Duke exclaimed. “What 
monster has done this?” Then he threw himself 
upon the bed and cried: “My children! Who shall 
tell them they no longer have a mother?” 

It was apparent that the Duchess had been in 
bed when first attacked. The evidence indicated 
that she had leaped out of bed at the first inac- 
curate blow, and managed to reach the bell-rope 
on the other side of the room. The bell-rope had 
since been cut and the severed portion removed. 

The only clew left in the room was a pistol. 

investigators assumed the killer must have left

of blood on the stairs. However, a distinct trail 
led to the threshold of the Duke’s chamber An 
examination of the Duke’s room proved-productive. 

The fireplace was found to be choked with 
partly burned papers and a silk handkerchief, 
partly burned, <A bow! of discolored water had 
been emptied out of a window, while thrust into 
a cupboard was a recently washed dressing gown. 
In the Duke’s dressing room were a hunting knife, 
a poniard and’ a short sword, all dark stained. 

The Duke told an examining magistrate that 
morning that he had been awakened by confused 
cries, that he armed himself with a pistol, and 
sought his wife’s apartment. He called out her 
name, but, receiving no answer, he returned to 
his room, lighted a lamp, and then went back to 
make the horrifying discovery. “In attending 
to my wife,” he said, “I stained myseif with 
blood.” He said he returned to his chamber, 
washed his hands, and tried to wash the stains 
from his gown. 

What about the pistol? He said that in at- 
tempting to help the Duchess, he fet the gun fall 
near the body. 

What about the things in the fireplace? He 
said he used the handkerchief as a nightcap, but 
seeing that it had become soiled he threw it into 
the grate. The things caught fire, he said, when 
he threw into the fireplace the match with which 
he had lighted the lamp. 

He could not explain why he was wearing 
underneath his braces a section of green bell-rope, 
nor the presence of five pieces of bell-rope in the 
pocket of his dressing gown, nor bruises, and what 
appeared to be a bite, on his hands. 

When questioned in detail about the pistol, 
the Duke hung his head and clasped it in his 
hands. He said nothing for a few moments, then 
uttered these words: “I formally deny having 
struck Madame de Praslin with that or any other 
weapon. The pistol found in her room is not 
the same as that with which I armed myself.” 

The authorities decid@d, erroneously, that the 
Duke could only be arrested on a warrant from 
the President of the Chamber of Peers. Mean- 
while, he was ordered kept under surveillance. 

Henriette Deluzy-Desportes insisted under po- 
lice questioning that her relations with the Duke

had been completely aboveboard. She said tHat 
if the Duke really did commit the crime, his 
motive “must have been the fear of the separa- 
tion with which the Duchess perpetually threat- 
ened him and which would have been the ruin 
of his children’s future,” 

she said: “The Duke was always my friend 
...if he had been free and could have loved me, 
I would have refused a marriage so unequal.” 

That evening, while alone in. his room, the 
Duke became violently ill Not until Saturday, 
the 2lst, was he removed to the Luxembourg 
prison, where it was established that he had taken 
a mixture of arsenic and laudanum. He seemed 
to have no further interest in living. 


UCH to the indignation of the populace, he 

died on the 24th. Many refused to credit the 
report, feeling that it was a whitewash for the 
tottering royal regime. ‘ihe fact that the Duke 
was buried surreputiously in an unmarked grave 
served greatly to nourish public skepticism. Anti- 
royalist republicans exploited the seandal to the 
full, riots broke out In Paris, and within a few 
months the weak and aging Louis bowed himself 
out. He abdicaied on Feb. 24, 1848, 

Henriette, scapegoat of the affair, settled in 
New York in September, 184% taught a girls’ 
schoo!, married the Rev. Henry Field, and lived to 
the age of 62. She died, well liked and much 
respected, on March 6, 155. 

The mystery of why, precisely, the Duke killed 
his wife, never was explained. Historians have 
asked how he ever expecied to get away with it. 
The answer might be that he did not foresee that 
the Duchess would reach the bell-rope and thus 
alarm the household while the slayer was still in 
the room, his grisly mission still unfinished. 

The Praslin case has been fictionized by a 
British author, Joseph Shearing, in “Forget-Me- 
Not,” and by an:-American, Rachel Field, in “All 
This, and Heaven Too.”

Instructions for Linen 
Roll and Cover 


AKE a mail tube or a 

cardboard roller for fab- 
ric, which you can get at 
your favorite yard goods 
counter, and camouflage it 
with fabric. For width of 
fabric needed, measure Cir- 
cumference of tube and al- 
low an additional 4% inch 
for seam. Length of fabric 
will be length of tube plus 
two inches allowance _ to 
gather in raw ends. After 
cutting strip to this meas- 
urement, turn it wrong side 
up and fold it in half so that 
raw edges meet. Baste and 
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seam length of strip. Turn 
right side out and slip tube 
inside. Gather raw edges 
into place at each end and 
tack in place. Take circular 
piece of fabric about the 
size of a half a dollar and 


turn in raw edges. Place 
this over raw gathered 
edges with overcast stitch. 
To make a cover, take a 
straight strip a yard long. 
The width will .be length 
measurement of mail tube. 
Bind all around with ribbon 
and tack % yard of ribbon 
for tying on top edge of 
cover directly in the center. 
Roll cover over tube and 
tie in place with ribbon. 


Instructions for Lingerie 
Case 
JAKE straight lengths of 
fabric cut to desired 
width and length.
